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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,4-6, 10-12, 15-16, 22-30, 39-40, 44, and 46-70 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1, 51, 
and 52 include the limitations that each of a plurality of image pickup elements 
comprises a scan circuit which is arranged between photoelectric conversion units in a 
single image pickup element. Claim 16 includes the limitations that each of a plurality of 
image pickup elements comprises transfer circuits which are arranged between 
photoelectric conversion units in a single image pickup element. Claim 27 includes the 
limitations that each of a plurality of image pickup elements comprises a protection 
circuit which is arranged between photoelectric conversion units in a single image 
pickup element. Claim 46 includes limitations describing specific locations of external 
terminals in neighboring regions and a wiring line in an imaging apparatus. Claims 53 
and 54 include the limitations that each of a plurality of image pickup elements 
comprises an external terminal which is arranged between photoelectric conversion 
units in a single image pickup element. Claim 66 includes the limitations that each of a 
plurality of image pickup elements comprises vertical and horizontal scanning circuits 
arranged between photoelectric conversion units. Claim 68 includes the limitations that 
a shift register of static type is arranged between photoelectric conversion units included 
in a single pickup element.
